However old and dry palut may be. 
it can he removed from carpets or dra¬ 
peries by a liberal use of chloroform. 
Saturate -the 8]>ot, keep It closely cov¬ 
ered for half an hour, then brush out.

leaving only a powder that usually 
comes out. leaving tio stain unless on 
very delicate fabric*.
